Most 
appliances sold in the U.S. are manufactured to operate 
on 1 10-120 VAC. This Converter allows you to convert 
the voltage. 

Only use this Converter with appliances designed for A.C. 
operation. Do not use with D.C. (Direct Current) systems 
found on ships, planes and in some foreign countries. 

Some appliances are now being offered with dual voltage 
feature which allows you to use either 1 10V or 220V, you will 
not need to use a converter. After making sure your voltage 
switch is in the proper voltage mode (1 10V or 220V), you 
may need to use an Adaptor Plug. These Adaptor Plugs will 
allow U.S. flat plugs to fit most Foreign Outlets.

The Converter allows 11 0-1 20V products to be used in a 
220-240V system. Most foreign countries operate on a 
220-240V system. If you were to use a 1 10-1 20V appliance 
in a 220-240V system without a Converter the appliance 
would be damaged. 
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ADAPTOR PLUGS: 



Adaptor Plugs are used to adapt dual voltage appliances to 
fit various wall outlets in foreign countries. Adaptor Plugs may 
also be needed when using the Converter.

HOW TO USE CONVERTER WITH 220V SYSTEM 



If your appliance is not dual voltage and rated 1 10V or 120V 
and the wattage is between 50 to 1600, then use of the 
1600 watt converter is necessary. 

1. In Europe plug Converter into wall outlet, then plug appli- 
ance into Converter. 

2. If the plug of the Converter does not fit into the outlet, 
connect appropriate Adaptor Plug to wall outlet first. Then 
plug appliance into Converter. Last connect Converter to 
the Adaptor plug in the outlet.
